Hyde Park, New York, 
Made Famous As First 
Day Cover City 


Hyde Park, N. Y., famed as the 
playground of the robber-barons 
of the nineteenth century, before 
they retreated to Tuxedo Park, is 
now famous as the birthplace of 
the late Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
now ,being memérialized by the 
Post Office Department by a ser- 
ies of four stamps. It lies directly 
across U. S. Route 9, six miles 
north of Poughkeepsie, nine miles 
south of Rhinebeck, approximate- 
ly 75 miles north of New York. 
Details of the vibes =e prac- 
tically unknown until it was se- 
lected as the site for the release of 
the ic Roosevelt stamp on July 
26th. And therein lies our tale. 

There is no hotel in Hyde Park. 
Consequently, the modest, scru- 
pulously clean “Newman’s Cab- 
ins,” operated by an old resident, 
George E. Newman, became cover 
dealers’ row. Running down the 
line of the graveled driveway 
were, the Cliffs from New Jersey 
with their entourage; the Fitts’ 
from Framingham houseg in two 
cabins; Cap Fluegel; L. W. Stae- 
hie, the cachet artist; Ed Haworth, 
from Kansas City; 
from Brooklyn, in two cabins. 
Scattered’ over the countryside, 
from Poughkeepsie to Rhine- 
beck, according to accomodations 
available, were Mrs. Gittis from 
Philadelphia, Miller from Scran- 
ton, along with heaps and heaps 
of other folks from all adjacent

|they are cv# as a DIE, but since 
the word die is applied to the 
|embossed printed part of the en- 
| velope, to save confusion, we wiil 
call these envelopes by the word 
| KNIFE. 

| To understand the KNIFE best, 
|just unseal an envelope and open 
it out to its shape and thus you 
have the entire picture of the 
knife, before you. 

It is a good idea to do this with 
each different style of envelope 
that you may find, numbering 
these and using them as a pattern 
for the sorting and arrangement 
of your collection. 

To avoid doing this I had a 
number of drawings made, similar 
to the illustrations used in the 
Envelope catalogues, which show 
the size of the envelope, the flap 
turned back and all lines on the 
surface in solid lines with covered 
edges of the paper dotted in in 
dashes or dots. 

This gives you a very good pic- 
ture of the envelope in tts finished 
form. These drawings can be used 
as a chart for classification of the 
knives. I have a series of some 
twenty or more such drawings 
and since they were completed, 
have found still other different 
knives which are a product of 
still other manufacturers. 

In some few instances, there 
have been attempts to develop or 
design new types of envelopes not 
heretofore seen in general use. 

After a classificatic® of your 
envelopes by the knives, you are 
then ready to proceed to break 
these down into other divisions 
such as window, paper and im- 
print. 

There are many sizes and 
shapes of the window that ydu 
will find in these envelopes. I al- 
ready have more than a_ dozen 
different. 

The best and most simple way 
that I have found for classifying 
these windows is to take a card, 
slip it into the envelope and then 
trace the shape of the window on 
the card. Remove the card, then 
finish your tracing with india ink. 
Number the card for number of 
window style and in classifying in 
the future, you need merely slip 
the card in the envelope and 
match up the window to fit* your 
ecards and number the envelope 
accordingly. 

I have numbered my knives by 
using a letter, A to Z and if more 
than 26 are found, will double the 
letters. My windows I have nume« 
bered from 1 up and thus list the 
envelopes and classify them as 
KnifeB and Window 3. I follow 
this up with using “P” and a 
number to indicate the paper and 
“T” and a number to indicate style 
of imprint. Thus on the face of 
my envelope wil be penciled no- 
tation as follows: 

K-B 

W-2 

Pp-4 
: 1-7 

This indicates Knife B, Window 
number 2, Paper number 4 and 
Imprint number 7.

FIRST DAY COVER MAKES 
HYDE PARK FAMOUS 





Continued From Page 1 
points, some well-known, some 
not so well-known to cover col- 
lectors, up to see the ceremonies, 
service a few covers, sell a few 
envelopes, or just to have some 
fun. Most of them completed their 
work or their tours the first day 
and were gone with the rain 
clouds at.evening. For the rest, 
the difficulties were only begun. 

The regular and constant ser- 
vicers, like Cliff, Haworth, Ar- 
nold, Staehle, Fluegel, etc., re- 
mained with their accumulations, 
coping with the tripled work of 
affixing strips, coping with the 
inexperienced and temporary can- 
celling clerks (hand cancels), try- 
ing to get the girls to understand 
the necessity for replacing identi- 
fication cards on the bundles of 
“pull backs,” trying to untangle 
those bundles from which the 
cards had been removed or shuf- 
flied. 

The indefatigable Harry Cow- 
gan, Philatelic Agency representa- 
tive, suffering through his first 
in 1931, quietly patiently, ab- 
“first day” since the 2c Yorktown 
sorbing the dealers’ gripes, mak- 
ing corrections, instructing the 
girls, doubling on the hand can- 
cellers himself for some particul- 
arly fussy job, handling all the 
bull’s eye cancellations personal- 
ly, filling all position orders, 
sticking to his guns for better 
than 18 hours a day, day after 
day, was one of the few bright 
spots in the whole affair. For 2 
whole week in the preliminary 
work and right up to the time this 
correspondent left, Hyde Park on 
July 29th, Harry Cowgan prac- 
tically lived at the Post Office, 
snatched two meals a day, slept 
less than five hours a night, in 
his irreproachable efforts to keep 
the dealers and collectors conten- 
ted. From what we have seen at 
first day events, no praise can be 
too high for Mr. Cowgan’s efforts 
on behalf of philately. 

Another bright spot was Mr. 
Louis Bommicino, detailed by the 
New York General Post Office to 
run the machine canceller and 
keep it running despite the wrong 
parts sent up there by Washing- 
ton. Although a stranger in the 
field of first day covers he outdid 
dealers in his efforts to obtain 
centered cancellations, even visit- 
ed them in their cabins after 
working hours to show them the 
precise spot to affix their stamps 
for the best results. 

The Postmaster, too, deserves 
unlimited praise. Only two years 
with the Post Office, with 30 ex- 
tra girls in a building never in- 
tended to accomodate a first day 
event, with six green hands on 
the hand devices, with about 22 
baskets of unopened mail and the 
place cluttered with covers wait- 
ing to be’ serviced, he fought 
through the routine affairs of his 
office and pitched in on the phila- 
telic mail with a gusto one sel- 
dom sees at such events. 

The official estimate for the 
time’ the last first day cover 
would be cleared from Hyde Park 
was August 11th.

First response was a very nice letter from George Herzog, then 
other letters came from two small dealers. We say small dealers al- 
though this is probably not the right way to describe them. By small 
dealers we mean particularly dealers who are in the embryo stages 
or who may be comparatively new in the field. 
One of these men we have known of for some 
years. He has been dabbling in stamps for many 
years as we ourselves did when we started dealing 
in stamps about 1903-4. He states that his hopes 
and intentions are to become a full time dealer 
in the future. That is a laudable idea and we are 
always glad to support such men. This man has 
shown by his actions that he can be patient, he 
has not been a frequent advertiser, he has handled 
what business he could take care of on the basis 
of his stock and has been satisfied to wait till he 
could meet the demands. He has not done as some 
have done and thus made a failure of himself in a 

Geo. W. Linn hurry. One of the faults of many small] dealers is 
that they get too ambitious. We know of some in the past years who 
thought they knew more about stamps and business then many who 
have spent years in the game. They start out by using large adver- 
tising space and quoting prices below the other fellow. They think 
they can gain business in this manner and when they get an order 
they have to rush a letter to a New York source of supply to get the 
material to fill the order with. 

Such a plan will never be a practical one. Others who we have 
later learned were in the teen age and some in the early teens, have 
bought small stocks and then started advertising with a big flourish, 
even going so far as to ask for want lists and few dealers in Amer- 
ica today are in a position to handle a want list. 

We are not aganst small dealers, we know that’ many of the 
bigger men of today started as small fry, but hold to your horses, 
do not let your ambitions get away from you. Henry Harris started 
as a smali dealer and his years in the stamp trade are the most 
spectacular of any stamp dealer of today. His accomplishment stands 
without equal either today or in the past. 

Then there is the other man who wrote us and states his age 
which is in the teens. To this man, we can only say that we would 
not feel that a teen age should be forbidden membership in the 
ASDA provided that he had the other necessary qualifications for 
recognition as a stamp dealer, that is either ample stock or ample 
capital and from what we have seen and heard of this man, he has 
that, unless we are mistaken. 

In fact, from the actions of this man thus far, we can vision a 
great rise in the stamp world. His letters and his business methods 
smack of a ripe age and an experience that is beyond his years. 

We have no intentions of mentioning names, but we expect to 
watch for a rapid rise in the stamp trade for this likeable young 
fellow or else a sudden and tremendous fall, but our bet is on the 
former. 

For ourselves we lean toward the young people. It has been 
association with the young people as much as anything else that has 
kept us young, despite our years. 

Age alone is no guarantee of stamp knowledge or ability. Many 
men who have collected stamps in a mediocre way for many years 
may fail in the stamp business for lack of the necessary stamnia 
that must be had by any man who goes into the stamp business to- 
day. It is a hard, tough business if you succeed at it. It takes long 
hours and hard work for there is so much to do and so much to 
remember. The younger man, with a sound body and an agile mind 
who can hold himself down to solid and clean business practice has 
a far better chance to succeed than has an older man.
